PRIVATE CONSUMPTION at the 
end of 1975 reached the level of 
before the Yom Kippur War in 
1973, according to the Central 
Bureau of Statistics. 

The average consumption per 
capita had declined, for all of 1975, 
by three per cent, compared to 1974 
—_when figured at constant prices. 

Most of the decline took place in 
pe: Beat quarter of 1975, when the 

01 cutting consumption con- 
tinued from 1074, In the second and 
third quarters, it began to rise 


. again — by two to three per cent 


each quarter — and in the fourth 
quarter it rose by four to five per 
cent, 

The purchase of durable goods 
Tose by 10 per cent in the second 
half of 1975, after declining by 
nearly 22 per cent in the first half, 
from what it had been in the second 
half of 1974. (Then, too, there had 
‘been a nine per cent decline com- 
pared with 1974's first half.) The 
vise was mainly in appliances — 
Purchases rose by 14 per cent — 
and in cars, 21 per cent. 

Purchases of clothing, footwear 
and personal gear rose by 18 per 
cent in the later half of 1975, while 
the rise in food consumption and 
services was only three to four per 
cent. i 
_The total of private consumption, 
figured at 1970 prices, was 
1L15,142m, last year.

Tourists to get 
foreign change 


for foreign notes

Tourists who pay their bills in 
foreign currency or through the 
special tourist ch accounts, 
will be permitted to receive change 
in foreign currency, according to 
a plan the Treasury is considering, 
ἃ spokesman reported on Friday. 

At present, change can be receiv- 
ed only in Israeli pounds. The new 
plan would induce tourists to use 
special checking accounts or for- 
eign currency at the official rate of 
exchange. 

Earlier last week it was announc- 
ra that tourists who do not pay in 
‘oreign currency or through a spe- 
cial checking account will pay a 28 
per cent surcharge on their bills. 

The new measures were taken to 
prevent tourists from οἱ 1 mao- 
ney on the black market, where the 
rate is higher than in the banks.

Two suspicious objects blown

and taken in a special security cart 
to police headquarters where it was 
exploded by use of attached charge. 
The suspicious-looking canister was 
reported half an hour later near 
the Straus clinic. It was exploded 
in similar fashion. 

Examination of the two objects 
after the explosions showed that 
neither of them were bombs, Police 
and civilians have recently been 
even more aware of suspicious ob- 
jects than usual since two police 
officers were killed and four other 
persons wounded last week while 
dealing with a terrorist bomb.

Merchants 
modest about 
taxable stock 


Jerusalem Post Economic Reporter 


Two out of every three Israeli 
merchants, in a sample of those whe 
fail to keep books, had at least twice 
as much stock on hand as they re- 
ported for tax . The find- 
ings come from @ survey by tax 
authorities last week. 

Most of those in a sample of 600 
merchants had two to three times 
as much stock 85 they reported, and 
some had even 10 times as much. 
Authorities consider the amount of 
stock on hand an indicator of the 
business turnover, and hence in- 
come. 

The survey was carried out by 
250 tax officials, who questioned 
dealers in furniture, household ap- 
pliances, and spare car parts, In a 
similar survey done last year, au- 
thorities found a gap of 1L35m. in 
the value of goods reported and 
goods actually on hand, They ex- 
pect a similar difference this year. 
but report that over 50 per cent 
cf the country’s merchants have be- 
gun to keep books according to law.

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Italy’s Moro resigns; 
early vote expected 


ROME, — President Giovanni Leone 
summoned Italy’s parliamentary 
chiefs to a meeting yesterday in 
a move leading to the dissolution 
of the legislature and a call for 
new elections in which the Com- 
munigtg are expected to make big 
gains, 

Premier Aldo Moro presented his 
resignation to President Leone, who 
asked the Prime Minister aid his 
Cabinet to remain on the job in the 
meantime in a caretaker capacity. 
Leone is expected to call a general 
election in June, a year ahead of 
schedule. It is widely believed that 
this election may bring Communists 
into the national government for 
the first time since 1948. 

In his day-long talks at the Qui- 
tinal Palace Leone saw among others 
ἃ five-man Communist delegation 
led by Enrico Berlinguer, After the 
meeting with the Italian president 
Berlinguer said: “This legislature 
could have been saved, but the 
Christian Democrats had not the 
courage of doing so for pure party 
calculations.” 

Berlinguer did not elaborate but 
his comment was interpreted as a 
clear reference to the Christian 
Democrats’ rejection of joining the 
Communists in a national govern- 
ment. 

More's government lost the vital 
support of the Socialist Party in 
disputes over emergency economic 
plans and proposals for an accord 
with the Communists. Moro’s Chris- 
tian Democratic minority govern- 
ment survived for 11 weeks only 
because the Socialists agreed to 
abstain on votes of confidence. 

The Communists polled 33 per 
cent of the vote in regional elec- 
tions last June, only two percent- 
age points behind the Christian De- 
mocrats, who have ruled Italy since 
the last war. 

Communists are already part of 
coalitions in six of Italy's 20 state

legislatures and in all major main- 
jand cities except Rome. They have 
pledged themselves to democratic 
methods and asserted their inde- 
pendence from Moscow. But Moro's 
party repeatedly rejected any 
formal agreement with them, despite 
pressure from the Socialists. 

Moro’s government, Italy's 24th 
since World War ΤΊ, had been bat- 
tered by unemployment estimated 
at 8 per cent of the 20 million 
work force and a currency that has 
lost nearly 30 per cent of its value 
to the dollar since January. 

The Bank of Italy intervened on 
behalf of the Ura Friday after the 
lira sank briefly to a record low 
of 900-903 against the U.S. dollar 
on the Milan exchange. 

The collapse of Moro's 11-week-old 
minority Cabinet after a month of 
erisis was also accompanied by poli- 
tical violence throughout the coun- 
try. 

Rival political groups clashed in 
central Rome yesterday and several 
cars were set alight by petrol 
bombs, police said, Twenty people 
were reported to have been admitted 
to city hospitals after the incidents 
and about 40 people were detained 
by police. 

The clashes between right and 
jeftwingers followed a demonstra- 
tion outside the Spanish Embassy 
by groups of leftists protesting 
against a ban on May Day demon- 
strations in Spain. 

No imcidents were reported from 
Italy's other major cities, where 
hundreds of thousands of workers 
attended May Day rallies addressed 
by trade union leaders. 

In the past three days alone two 
people have been killed in extrem- 
ist attacks. A neo-Fascist was shot 
dead on Thursday in Milan after a 
young leftist was stabbed and killed 
by rightwingers there the day 
before. (AP, Reuter)

BONN. A 32-year-old West 
German who conducted a one-man 
campaign against automatic anti- 
refugee scatter guns was shot dead 
last night by East German border 
fuards, a Bonn government spokes- 
man said yesterday. 

The spokesman said the victim, 
Michael Gartenschlaeger, was killed 
as he tried to dismantle one of the 
devices Installed in the border 
“death strip” erected by the East 
Germans, 

Two friends were waiting for 
Gartenschlaeger on the West Ger- 
man side of the border, near Lue- 
beck, when he was shot, the spokes- 
man said. East German guards car- 
rled his body away. 

The Ministry for Intra-German 
relations condemned the shooting 


as a “completely exaggerated reac- 
tion” by the guards. 

Gartemschlaeger, who spent al- 
most 10 years in East German pri- 
sons for anti-state activities, pre- 
viously dismantled one of the scat- 
ter guns last March and gave it to 
the West German news magazine 
“Der Spiegel.” 

“Der Spiegel” gave the gun, the 
SM-70, to experts for examination. 
They discovered that it fired 118 
cubes of steel, sandwiched im alu- 
minium, producing the same effect 
as soft-nosed (dum-dum) bullets.

Kissinger 
warns of 
African 
bloodbath 


DAKAR, Senegal. — U.S. Secretary ἃ 
of State Henry Kissinger warned - 


yesterday that Southern Africa will 


be submerged in a bloodbath unless - 


blacks and whites get together and 


negotiate a peaceful transition to ἢ 


black majority rule. 

Kissinger flew from Liberia to 
Senegal, last of the six nations he 
is visi on his familiarization 
tour of black Africa. Today he will 
fly back to Nairobi, Kenya, where 
he started his tour a week ago. 

The American Secretary of State 
has promised economic help for 
Africa and moral support for black 
aspirations in Rhodesia (which he 
now calls by its African mame of 
Zimbabwe}, Southwest Africa and 
South Africa — but no guns. 

Bere in Senegal, one of the most 
stable and democratic countries in 
‘tlack Africa, Kissinger discussed 
what the U.S. can contribute toward 
the $7.5Bi. that experts say will be 
needed over a full decade to reclaim 
the drought-ridden Sahel region that 
spreads across much of West and 
central Africa. 

But black majority rule remained 
the Secretary's major pre-occupa- 
tion on this two-week trip. He told 
a luncheon audience at the newly- 


“opened Hotel des Aimadies on the 


Western-most tip of the continent 
that in southern Africa, “change 
will come and it can only be per- 
Mmanently achieved by negotiated 
settlement.” 

“The U.S. urges al the parties 
involved to bend their efforts to 
negotiations, In our view this is 
the only way to avoid a needless 
and tragic bloodbath, the only way 
to create a harmonious future free 
from bitterness and reprisal.” 

Kissinger was scheduled to confer 
here with Leopold Senghor, ἃ 69- 
year-old poet who has been Presi- 
dent of Senegal since it became in- 
dependent from France in 1960. He 
also spoke with Foreign Minister 
Assan Sek. 

Senegal, with a population of 
4,500,000, is one of the few countries 
on the continent in which opposition 
political parties are tolerated. 

Kissinger, in his talks with 
Senghor and Sek, was expected to 
discuss the possibility of expanding 
the consortium of countries calling 
itself the “Club of Sahel Friends." 

The tour marks the first time 
Kissinger has voiced outspoken sup- 
port for the principle of rule by 
the black majority in Rhodesia- 
Zimbabwe and eventually in South- 
west Africa and South Africa, thus 
reversing a decades-long U.S. hands- 
off policy on Africa. 

Officials on Kissinger's plane as 
he flew from Liberia to’ Senegal 
said the real test of U.S. policy 
will come when the African coun- 
tries see whether Kissinger is able 
to deliver on his promises of addit- 
ional assistance.

PEKING. — Chairman Mao Tae- 
tung’s wife, Chiang » yester- 
day took a starring role in China's 
May Day celebrations, adding to 
speculation she has gathered new 
power in the leadership. 


Beaming happily, the bespectacled 
former Shanghai actress set aiong- 
side Premier Hua Kuo- to 
watch a nationally televised cul- 
tural show. 

Last year Chiang Ching failed to 
turn up for May Day festivities. 
A Mao cap on her head, she yester- 
day answered the audience's accla- 
mation in typical Chinese fashion 
by applauding herself. 

The Ine-up of government and 
Communist Party figures appeared 
to be designed to present the image 
of a unified leadership after the 
‘bitter power struggle which fol- 
lewed Premier Chou En-lai’s death, 

Cameras zoomed in on Chiang 
Ching, who is identified as a leftist 
radical, ag she chatted amiably to 
Vice-Premier Hsien-Nien, a mode- 
rate. 

But the recent political campaign 
was evident in the flag-decked 
parks where posters denounced 
Teng Hsiao-ping, the former Vice- 
Premier accused of being a right- 
wing “capitalist roader.” 

On stages set up between the 
trees, theatrical troupes made jibes 
at Teng. Choirs sang songs extolling 
the Communist Party’s decision to 
dismiss him and appoint Hlua pre- 
mier instead. Crowds in the parks 
were smaller than last year. Fol- 
lowing April's political violence 
here security was tigheter, with 
more workers’ militia and soldiers 
on duty. 

There was no mention in the offi- 
cial media of Thursday’s explosion 
outside the Soviet Embassy, which 
the Russians say kilied two Chi- 
nese guards. Authorities have called 
it am “act of sabotage by a counter- 
revolutionary.” The term is Peking’s 
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jargon for serious law breake 
ang 3s normully.used only of Chines 

Almost all China’s leaders tume 
out for the celebrations, with τὲ 
exception of the frali Chairms 
Mao, who has not appeared pul 
licly for five years.

_ Α Vote against Spain 

On July 16, 1958, Daniel Baroukh 
wrote to me from Madrid reporting 
.on his 45-minute meeting, as the of- 
ficial representative of Sephardi 
Jews living in Spain, with 
Generalissimo Franco. It was the 
first: such formal audience with a 
Head of State in ‘Spain since the Ex- 
pulsion in 1492. 

: Baroukh’ wrote that the Prime 
Minister. had expressed great ap- 
preciation and goodwill for the Jews 
and their welfare, was especially in- 
terested in Jews of Spanish origin 
and added that the Jews of Tetuan - 
had helped him considerably in his 
struggle for the good of the Spanish 
‘people. This historic interview 
received wide publicity in Spain and 
the Jewish press outside. 

There was thus a vast difference 
between Franco's friendly attitude 
and the hesitancy of the Israel 
Fortign: to enter into nor- 
mal diplomatic relations with Spain. 
Furthermore, the vote cast by Abba 
¥hban, then Israel's envoy atthe U.N., 
against Spain's admission to 
membership in May 1949, was a 
grave error. To my mind, it was dis- 
honest, unfair and entirely oblivious 
of all that Spain had done before and 
during the Second World War to save 
tens of thousands of Jews from the 
Nazi inferno, 

Meanwhile the Duke de Terra 
Nova (formerly ἘΠ Conde de 
Balobar) had arrived in Jerusalem 
in 1949 as the special envoy of 
General Franco: to re-examine the 
possibility of establishing political 
and economic ties with Israel, in 
which Spain showed continuing 

positive interest despite our adverse - 
arte. He spent a year here, but even- 

Atually returned to Spain dejected and 

‘didappointed. He had encountered 


. blind hostility to all his arguments 


concerning the advantage to Israel 
of friendly tles with 2 country so 
closely connected with the Vatican, 
Prophetically, he even warned that 
Spain might have to turn to the Arab 
countries, then gaining their in- 
dependence. But Israel remained 
adamant. Social and political class 
interests had the upper hand. 


Farther Efforts 

In 1955, I went to Spain once more, 
in my capacity as World Vice- 
President of the World Sephardi 
Federation and in connection with 
business matters. Before leaving 
Jerusalem, I had a long talk with 
Moshe Sharett who was full of ex- 
cuses, and even remorse for the 
Government's attitude towards 
Spain at the outset of our statehood. 
He asked me, in his personal capacity 
and without committing the Govern- 
ment, to ascertain if it would be 
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possible to renew the negotiations 
for mutual recognition. For my part 
I wished to probe the of 

€ ἃ Madrid branch of the 
World Sephardi Federation. 

En route to Madrid, I called on the 
Israeli Ambassador to France, 
Ya’acov Tsur, who had close ties with 
the Spanish envoys in Paris and 
Argentina, and he too encouraged 
me to proceed. Once in the Spanish 
‘capital, I had several in 
talks with the Duke de Terra Nova; 
but although he promised to do all in 
his power to secure permission for a 
Madrid branch of the World Sepkar- 
di Federation as the sole represen- 
tative of Sephardi Jewry in the 
world, including Israel, he was none 
too hopeful about the question of 
recognition. King Ibn Sa’ud waa due 


to arrive on an official visit following . 


the conclusion of a treaty of 
friendship and trade with Spain. 


Madrid's foreign policy had veered ~ 


from pro-Israel and pro-Jewish to 
sympathy for the Arab peoplea, 
though the Duke assured me that 
this did not impair Spanish sym- 
pathy for matters pe: ing to the 
Jewish community in Spain and the 
extension of cultural contacts with 
Sephardi communities throughout 
the world. 

Before I left, he remarked that, as 
ἃ member of an old Sephardi family, 
1 must undoubtedly be aware that 
Spaniards did not quickly or easily 
forget affronts to their pride. ‘Let 
time do its best until Israel realises 
the mistake which it made, on the 
one hand,” he said, ‘‘and on the other 
hand finally camprehends that 
neither the Communists nor the 
radical Left in Europe are true sup- 
porters of your State.” 

Upon his recommendation, I met 
leading officials at the Spanish 
Ministry for Foreign Affairs, in- 
cluding Don Utray, chief of the Near 
Bast Department and Consul in 
Jerusalem during the early "50s. One 
outcome of my meetings was to be 
given an excellent seat from which 
to observe the splendid State recep- 
tion to King Ibn Sa'ud. Our foreign 
policy-shapers in Israel had 
alienated a country which sincerely 
desired our friendship and had 
thrust it into the arms of our adver- 
saries. 


FOLLOWING the Sinai and Suez 
Canal operation in the autumn of 
1956, the position of Jewish com- 
munities in Arab countries 
deteriorated considerably, and I was 
urged to use my Influence in reacu- 
ing as many Jews as possible with 
the help of Spain. Conforming to 
my practice of consulting with the 
appropriate authorities in Israel, I 
met Walter Eytan, Director-General 
of the Foreign Ministry, and Meir 
Grossman, who was then head of the 
External Relations Department of 
the Jewish Agency, and on January 
15, 1957 also had a long talk with the 
Spanish Consul-General in 
Jerusalem, M. de Madrazo, prin- 
cipally on the rescue of Jews from 
Arab countries. ᾿ 

To my suggestion that Spain 
should intervene, with the 
governments of Egypt, Syria and 
Iraq to permit the departure of their 
Jewish inhabitants, the Consul- 
General replied that he saw no 
prospect of Syria and iraq respon- 
ding favourably, but Egypt might 
well do so. At his request, I sub- 
mitted 2 memorandum on behalf of 
the World Sephardi Federation 
dated January 29, 1957, for which I 
had obtained the prior approval of 
all the institutions involved. 

The ‘memorandum urged 
Generalissimo Franco to revalidate 
the law of December 29, 1948 offering 
Spanish nationality to all Jews 
managing to leave Egypt, and 
promised that all expenses incurred 


would be borne by world Jewish 
organizations through the World 
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Sephardi Federation. My me- 
Morandum was sent immediately 
to Madrid, although M. de Madrazo 
told me that it was doubttul ff I would 
get a personal written reply ag I was 
an Israeli. But he believed that my 
approach might be helpful. 

Eventually 1 learned both official- 
ly and from several of the Jews who 
succeeded in leaving Egypt that 
Spain had done a great deal, quietly 
and tactfully, in helping them to go 
either to Spain or European coun- 
tries or the United States. 
Parenthetically, France did a great 
deal in this respect as well. 


TOWARDS THE END of 1967 the 
question of de-colonising Gibraltar 
came up at the UN. Why instruc- 
tions were given to the Israeli 
delegate to deliver an acerbic anti- 
Spanish address, I cannot say. But 
the effect was to undo all the good 
that had been achieved in Spain and 
the Latin American countries which 
sup] it on the question of free- 
ing Gibraltar from British rule. 

Writing to Abba JEban, then 
Foreign Minister, on January 14, 
1968, I drew attention to the harm 
done by this unwise step, and enclos- 
ed the copy of a letter from a valued 
Jewish friend, Santiago Talvy, of 
Ayerbe, on the damage done to 
Israel, and citing some of the 
favourable aspects for Israel which 
had been evolving prior to that un- 
fortunate address at the U.N. I 
algo statéd that the declaration by 
the Foreign Ministry spokesman, H. 
Bar-On, in The Jerusalem Post of 
January 9, 1968 accusing Spain of 
having refused to recognise Israel, 
was far from the truth. 


But the damage done was by then 
irreparable. 


The Zionist Issue 
Last year, when the anti-Zionist 
resolution came up at the UN, I 
called on the Spanish Consul- 
General in Jerusalem, ἘΠῚ Conde de 
Campo-Rey, together with Sol 
Vice-President of the 


formerly of Gibraltar. We submitted 
a written request signed by both of 
us and by David Sitton, Chair- 
man of the community's, executive, 
committee, urging that it be 
transmitted to the Government and 
the Prime Minister in Madrid with 
the maximum speed, to persuade 
them — in consideration of the 
relations between Spain and 
Sephardi Jews — not to revert to a 
hostile attitude towards Zionism, 
namely, against Judaism and Jews 
in general. 

We emphasized that General 
Franco's Government had in effect 
revoked the Edict of Expulsion of 
1492 arid proved its support of Jewry 
and Sephardi Jews on varous oc- 
casions. Our approach was made as 
spokesmen of Sephardi Je 
generally, and of the 300,000 Ladino- 
speaking Jews in Israel. 

Count de Campo-Rey transmitted 
our request immediately and we in- 
formed the Israel Foreign Ministry 
of our action. We were aware that 
ours was not the only approach, and 
others had exercised their influence 
with Spain in this respect, but we 
learned from the Consul-General in

Jerusalem that our plea had been 
sympathetically received. Spain did, 
in fact, abstain from voting against 
Zionism. It was a great achievement 
for Israel in view of Spain's ties with 
the Arab states, and especially 
because negotiations on the transfer 
of rule over Spanish Sahara to the 
Meghreb countries were then in 
progress. : ἢ ἣ 
Condolences on Franco 

AS Generalissimo Franco lay dying 
last November, I debated with 
:myself how to evaluate his inevitable 
passing. I was aware of the strong 
feelings among a section of the 
Israeli public, especially in certain 
parties represented In the Govern- 
ment, concerning Franco's 40 years 
of rule in Spain. I remembered my 
own support of the Republicans dur- 
ing the Civil War. Yet I deeply ap- 
preciated the efforts of many fine 
Spaniards to seek rapprochement 
with the Jews and repair the historic 
wrong done them by the Expulsion in 
1492, and by the bloodthirsty 
persecutions of the Inquisition. 

As a Zionist politician, I had 
always bent my efforts to rescue 
Jews from lands of oppression. 
Although I deplored the creation of a 
new Diaspora in Spain, where the 
Jewish community increased at a 
time when Eretz-Israel needed all 
the immigrants it could bring in, I 
placed great hopes in that country 
itself. a 

As a member of the Supreme 
Security Committee during pre-' 
State days, of the Security Com- 
mittee in the Provisional Govern- 
ment and of the First and Second 
Knesset, and aiso as one of the 


elected leaders of

State, and knew it would be wrong 
remain isolated. It was essential ho 


regardless of their régimes 
1 had respected David Ben-Gurion's 
approach in favour of diplomatic 
relations with. West Ge and 
had understood that the basic 
welfare of Israel, and its politica] 
military and economic strengthen- 
{ng were paramount considerations 
in support of recognizing ‘the Other 
Germany," as Ben-Gurion calied it. 

Within this context of evaluation I 
placed all that Franco had done for 
the Jewish people during his 
autocratic rule: the rescue of tun- 
dreds if not thousands and the grant 
of transit facilities across Spain to 
tens of thousands. Other nations had 
done far Jess. 

After the Second World War Fran- 
co permitted public Jewish worship 
in the first synagogue to be erected 
by the recognised Jewish community 
in Madrid since the Expulsion. The 
first public service, heid on the High 
Holidays of 1958, waa attended by a 
Spanish Government representative 
who extended greetings to the 
assembly, which included delegates 
of many overseas Jewish con- 
gregations. 

Tn short, cael Franc had done 
everything a self-respe 
Head of State could do to δ are 
Israel and gain its recognition of his 
country in return; and even though 
jorae! pad rebuffed his overtures, he 

not ceased to his - 
pathy for the Jewish h people and per 
sonally heip in the creation of a 
τα μῆνα Jewish community in 


Consequently I sent a ταὶ of 
condolence on his death to the 
Spanish Government and his family 
through my good friend, the Spanish 
Consul-General, ἘΠ Conde de Campo- 
Rey. He sent me a warm letter of 
thanks that same day, though he and 
I both knew that my action would 
evoke strong criticism: as it did. But 
T felt that, on the whole, the balance 
was in favour of my gesture. 

T believe that Spain will gradually 
become a liberal and democratic 
state and I welcomed the step taken 
by the World Sephardi Federation in 
sending ἃ deputation to congratulate 
King Juan Carlos I on his accession 
to the throne. The Spanish Consul- 
General in Jerusalem later told me 
that the King was gratified at having 
ment the Sephardi Jewish leaders. 

Other reports from Spain lead me 
to hope that Israel’s relations with 
that country will eventually enter a 
normal diplomatic framework, even. 
though this process may stil) take 
some 


time.

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MAY DAY 


MAY DAY has come and gone, relatively uneventfully in Is- 
rael, without the violence which some sources had predicted. 
On the West Bank, however, attempts te foment a recurrence 
of the violent demonstrations of the past few weeks in some 
of the towns led to the death of one man and the imposition 
of a curfew on several of the towns. 

Analysts sometimes tend to disregard the volatile nature of 
the young and adolescent part of the population of the West 
Bank which forms the bulk of the demonstrators. Thus, they 
find it difficult to interpret the sharp up and down swings of 
the mood of the street which expresses itself in violent demon- 
strations one day and business as usual with Israel on the next. 
The experience of the past few weeks has shown that this 
volatility has not expressed itself in daily acts of violence but 
required specific pretexts that acted as catalysts. It is to be 
hoped that now that the various pretexts have had their day 
— the Temple Mount decision, the Gush Emunim, and May 
Day — a semblance of the former tranquillity which charac- 
terized life on the West Bank will return to the towns of the 
area. 

Yesterday's demonstrations were concentrated in only a few 
of the towns of Samaria, by-passing such places as Ramallah 
and Hebron which elected radical municipal administrations in 
the recent elections. Still, there is the distinct possibility that 
yesterday's riots in Nablus, Jenin and Tulkarm were the work 
not only of youthful hotheads but of some of the radical ele- 
ments in the new administrations there. If that proves to be 
the case, as developments over the next few weeks will or will 
not show, it would be well for the new municipal leadership of 
these towns not to be deceived by the extremely light hand 
which has guided Israel policy during most of the nine years 
of Israeli presence in the area. 

Continued instigation of unrest or the demonstrated inability 
of the new popularly elected leadership to control the more 
volatile elements in the population could only serve as an in- 
vitation for a more drastic policy by the Israel authorities. 

Despite the more radical temper of the West Bank population 
that expressed itself in last month's election results, it should 
be clear that the political fate of the West Bank — as opposed 
to the personal well-being of its inhabitants — will be deter- 
mined as part of the developing relations between Israel and 
the Arab states and not by the mood of the streets.

AND THE RISHON DUNES 


The plan to build a city 
Rishon Lezion has been un 


on the sand dunes of 
fairly attacked as being 


at odds with the Government's declared policy of 
discouraging population growth in the Tel Aviv 
area, writes planner ELIEZER BRUTZKUS.

DARING DEVELOPMENT 
PROJECTS in the area of Greater 
Tel Aviv have always had bad luck. 
This waa the fate of Maccabit town 
project on the slopes of the hills to 
the east of Petah Tikva, and plans 
for urban development on the sand 
dunes of Rishon Lezion, seem destin- 
ed for a similar fate. 

Both projects evoked a violent 
reaction on the part of every ad- 
vocate of “‘dispersa! of population.” 
Execution of the Maccabit project 
was twice cancelled because of 
strong public resistance, and the 
same thing may happen to the 
Rishon project. The recent battle 
against the plan to establish a city on 
the Rishon dunes was waged by 
Cabinet and Knesset members, local 
government leaders headed by the 
Mayor of Beersheba, prominent 
journalists and academics, and even 
the director of the Environmental 
Protection Services, who apparently 
considers himself competent not 
only in pollution problems but in 
national planning as well. 

This opposition entirely misses the 
point of a many-sided problem. It 
also testifies to the politician's 
penchant for over-simplification and 
popular slogans and for finding 
Scape goats, in this case for the in- 
adequate achievements of the pop- 
ulation dispersal policy. 

It is worth noting that those who 
grimly attack projects like Maccabit 
or Rishon do not raise their voices 
against the intensive building activity 
going on in Peta Tikva, Kiryat Ono, 
Ra‘anana, and many other 
townships near Tel Aviv, which [8 
much more extensive than any possi- 
ble start in the Rishon-Lezion sand 
dunes. Their outcry ig directed only 
against allegedly ‘new towns" like 
Maccabit or the Rishon dunes. 


TO GET a better insight into the 
whole problem, we must first locate 
the sources of the demographic 
growth of Greater Tel Aviv, which 
growth obviously reduces the extent 
of demographic growth in Galilee 
and the Negev. 

Building activity, including the 
Opening of new urban areas, is not 
entirely irrelevant to this growth, 
but in the case of Tel Aviv 
Metropolitan area this is a factor of 
relatively minor importance. 

Demographic growth in Israel, as 

in metropolitan areas in most of the 
world, is generated and stimulated 
by two basic trends: 
* Boom in employment and 
economic activity of the 
metropolitan area generated by un- 
dustrial investment, concentration 
of commercial and banking activity 
expansion of hotels, public in- 
stitutions, and other services — all 
Spontaneous trends whose impact 
the Government scarcely tries to 
mitigate. 


(Starphot) 


4 Internal migration flows towards 
the metropolitan area asa pole of at- 
traction by virtue of this economic 
and employment boom and of a wide 
range of social, educational and 
entertainment opportunities. 

To this internal migration there 
must be added the population in- 
crease stemming from immigrant 
absorption. Even the responsible 
authorities find auch absorption 
easier and smoother. and more in 
conformity with the wishes of the lm- 
migrants themselves, than guiding 
them to less attractive towns of 
Galilee or the Negev. 

Failure to deal with these basic 


. trends at their source roots (and this 


has scarcely been tried by the 
Government) ensures the continued 
demographic growth of Greater Tel 
Aviv. 

A newcomer to Tel Aviv from 
Hazor or Yeruham ,may start very 
modestly in a basement room of a 
slum in Hatikva quarter, and at first 
he does not stimulate building. But a 
few years later he progresses in his 
job and then appears as a demander 
of better housing. This demand can 
be satisfied in the duneg of Rishon or 
in Kiryat Ono or in Ramat 
Hasharon. It is a question of regional 
and urban strategy whether an ex- 
tension of Kiryat Ono or Ramat 
Hasharon is perferable to the 
development of Rishon. It has little 
hearing on the population-dispersa! 
policy. 

No consistent policy designed 
to counteract the basic trends 
responsible for the growth of 
the Tel Aviv metropolitan area can 
be said to exist. This, despite the 
plan for populationn dispersal for- 
mulated as far back 88 1965 by the in- 
terministerial committee headed by 
David Kohav. ᾿ 

Against this background, to depict 


. ἃ secondary symptom such as urban 


development in the dunes of Rishon 
as a crucial issue for “dispersal of 
population” is entirety misleading. 

In 1971-72, the steering committee 
on the population-dispersal scheme 
(composed of leading planners and 
economists of seven ministries) ex- 
plored at length the question of how 
feasible it was to reduce the 
demographic growth in the centre of 
the country, and Greater Tel Aviv in 
particular. 

The. target set in the original 
scheme fixed the index of growth for 
the Tel Aviv and central districts 
together at 145. as compared with 163 
which is the average index of growth 
for the Jewish population of the 
country as a whole. This means that 
the demographic growth of the cen- 
tral region would be some 30 per cent 
lower than the average growth in the 
whole country. 

The steering committee believed 
that this target was more or less the 
Maximum achievable — a 


remarkable advance over the 
previous two decades when the Tel 
Aviv region in some years grew at 
the same rate as, and in others only 
by 3 to 10 per cent below, the average 
growth of the Jewish population of 
the country. Achiovement of this ap- 
parently modest target requires & 
very consistent policy in both direc- 
tious: constructive in peripneral 
areas and restrictive, mainly in 
economic sphere, in the central dis- 
trict and around Tel Aviv. It was not 
considered realistic to assume the 
possibility of halting the 
demographic growth of the central 
region altogether. 


EVEN SUBSTANTIALLY- 
REDUCED GROWTH. however, 
means considerable additional 
building in the region, including the 
opening of new areas for urban 
development. To the construction 
needed for additional population, 
there must be added that required to 
improve the housing conditions of 
existing population. It is therefore 
unrealistic to assume that no ad- 
ditional areas for urban develop- 
ment around Tel Aviv would be open- 
ed. 

A basic problem of metropolitan 
strategy thus arises: where should 
these additional urban areas be’ 
located. The different alternatives 
may have a very strong impact on 
land policy, transportation facilities, 
quality of environment and the 
general well-being of more than ἃ 
milion people in this region. 

The question of the desirable 
direction that the further growth of 
the Tel Aviv metropolitan area 
should take is not a new one. 
Through consideration of the 
problem has always led to the con- 
clusion that development in the sand 
dunes of Rishon has a distinct advan- 
fap over most alternative solutions τὰ 

Yr one , development on the 
Rishon sand dunes can supply a sub- 
stantial part of the demand for ad- 
ditional housitig near the heart of the 
metropolitan area, thus reducing the 
necessity of a long-distance com- 
muting. μὲ 

Secondly, it would reduce the 
pressure on valuable agricultural 
areas of the region. Thirdly, prox- 
imity to ‘the Tel-Aviv-Ashdod 
arterial axis and the auxillary in- 
dustrial zones would also reduce the 
need for long-distance commuting. 

A further advantage is that in the 
more remote future thia area could 
be easily linked to Tel Aviv (and 
even Ashdod) by mass rapid transit. 
Land ownership here is largely 
public or semi-public, thus providing 
urgently needed land for public- 
sponsored housing and facilitating 
compact development — economic 
in land and in expenditure for in- 
frastructures. Finally, the area is 
relatively close to the sea-shore — 
the main recreational belt of the 
region. 

For these reasons and a few more, 
the sand dunes of Rishon were 
always considered as a solution 
much preferable to the merging of 
the Ramat-Gan — Bnai-Brak built- 
up areas with those of Petah Tikva, 
or accelerated growth in Kiryat Ono, 
Ramat Hasharon, Ra'anana or 
elsewhere. The Rishon sand dunes 
are a safety valve for preventing ur- 
ban sprawl over rural and semi- 
tural areas. The start in Rishon is 
far from being an “improvisation.” 
It is organically integrated in the 
“five-million scheme" approved by 
the Cabinet, and the district plan- 
ning scheme for the central district, 
and it constitutes a basic element in 
the urban strategy for this region. 

In the immediate future, building 
should not exceed the limit dictated 
by most pressing needs, nor should 
the Government's investment in 
the project be too extensive. But in 
the long run the urban development 
of the Rishon dunes cannot be dis- 
pensed with. 

Discarding this safety valve will 
not contribute to any ‘dispersal of 
population" but only stimulate alter- 
native building activity in much less 
desirable directions.

Sir, — I find it amazing that 
managerial positions in Egged, and 
presumably in other cooperatives as 
well, are shared out to elected 
members on the basis of factions 
within the cooperative. Surely that's 
no way to run a business. And ob- 
viously such a system must have 
contributed, If not led, to the 
deterioration of that cooperative's 
finances. 

A cooperative 15 not a political 
body where coalition considerations 
and electoral prospects play a major 
role. Its statutes should provide for 
professional management like in any 
other business enterprise, plus an 
elected board to supervise its ac- 
tivities and decide on major issues.

YOUTH, HOW logical is thy mind! 
Nathan Raanan. secretary-general 
of the Labour Party's Young Guard, 
demands nothing more-nor-less- 
from his mother party than that it 
should follow the course of action 
prescribed by its ideology and con- 
stitution. 

The Young Guard Central com- 
mittee, meeting in Haifa last month, 
made a scrutiny of outstanding 
problems faced by the party and the 
nation, and came out with a series of 
clear-cut solutions. Subsidies on es- 
sential “commodities, including 
transport, must continue. A long 
school day must be introduced, along 
with a genera! food service for 
pupils. The failure of the authorities 
to levy all taxes due is a matter of 
the “utmost gravity."’ "Black 
money'' practices must be 
eliminated. The standard of living 
has to be lowered. Workers should be

Also, the Government must not 
yield to any pressure group, and it 
must streamline the work of its 
various departments. University 
teachers should leave their 
academic ivory towers, and go out to 
instruct the people. The rise in tui- 
tion fees at the universities is a mis- 
take, for it closes them to poor 
students. All parties concerned 
ought to set their minds to solving 
the problems of the old and of 
families with numerous children. 
The Government must increase its 
assistance to youth organizations 
and establish clinics to help drug ad- 
dicts. Parents’ schools must be es- 
tablished. Young couples must be 
assured of housing. And so on and so 
forth. 

Resolution No. 58, the last of the 
Tot, establishes a team of supervisors 
to oversee the implementation of all 
the others.
